Woman leaps 
to death 
clasping child 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A 23-year-old 
mother leaped to her death from the 
20th floor of the Sheraton Hotel here 
yesterday, with her small daughter 
in her arms.

Labour to try to outvote 
gov't on meaning of 242

TEL AVIV. — The Labour faction 


the Kneaset by Inducing some coali- 
tion members to back its opposition 
to the government's interpretation of 
UN Security Council Resolution 242. 
Labour will table ἃ resolution -ex- 
pressing its criticism during this 
week's Knegset debate on the Prime 
Minister’s report on bis U.S. trip. 

Labour sources feel that it “will be 
impossible for moderates within-the 
government to vote .agalnst: the 
resolution.” Tabling the resolution, 
it is fait in Labour, makes better 
sense strategically than proposing a 
no-confidence motion, which would 
be easily defeated. 

Addressing the Labour Party Cen- 
tral Committee. MK Abba Eban said 
that having failed in the peace talks 
as well as in winning the support of 
public opinion, ‘‘the government’-. 
should have -dtawn its own con- 
clusions. On Monday, however. we 
shall propose parliamentary con- 
clusions in the Knesset." 

Eban added that Labour intends to 
make contact with other parliamen- 
tary groups to build a majority for 
the correct peace policy. Patty 
chairman Shimon Peres specified 
these groups as the DMC, -the. 
Liberals and some groups within the 
NRP, ‘ 

According to Eban, Israel now 
finds itself in unprecedented straits. 
Relations with the U.S. are at au ail- 
time low and American public opi- 
nion has been left with the false im- 
pression that Israel is not as zealous 
as Egypt in Its search for peace. 

Worse yet, the government refuses 
to recognize the gravity of the situa- 
tion and prefers to pretend that “it's 
just a lovers’ tiff.’ : 

Peres praised ‘Labour's responai- 
ble position’' and contended that it 
had wonincreased public support for 
the party. He said that, according to 
polls conducted several weeks ago, 
Labour was making a better showing 
than previously. 

He also turned down any ideas of 
“Labour entering the government to 
topple the Prime Minister fiom.

Peres criticized the government's 
handling of foreign policy on four 
counts.

Rabbi Rabinowitz pointed to two 
resolutions adopted at the recent 
World Zionist Congress requiring 
equality of treatment for each of the 
religious approaches to Judaism.

Israel’s Etzion

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. Air 
Force has been using the Israeli Air 
Force base at Etzion, situated about 
25 km. southwest of Eilat, for long- 
range surveillance flights over the 
Red Sea, the Gulf of Aden and the 
western areas of the Indian Ocean, 
“The New York Times" reported 
yesterday. 

Quoting ‘‘qualified allied 
sources,"" military affairs cor- 
respondent Drew Middleton said 
that the Etzion air base is of moun- 
ting strategic interest to the U.S. 
because of the Soviet Union's 
political and military penetration of 
Ethiopia.

Court upholds 
conviction for 
oné-way bribe 


The Supreme Court has ruled that 
@man may be found guilty of giving 
a bribe even though the recipient is 
found innocent of accepting it. 

Yoram Hayat, a Te) Aviv massage 
parlour operator, made police 
Sergeant Pinhas Sarussi an interest- 
free loan: of 1..2,000. Both were sub- 
sequently tried and convicted in Tel 
Aviv District Court on bribery 
charges. 

The policeman lodged an appeal 
and the Supreme Court upheld it 
because doubts existed as to his 
motive in accepting the loan. Hayat 
consequently appealed as well, argu- 
ing that the overthrow of the 
Policeman's conviction entailed his 
own exoneration. 

Supreme Court Justices Landau 
and Ben-Porat denied the appeal, 
Justice Witkon dissenting. Justices 
Landau and Ben-Porat argued that 
Hayat regarded the policeman 
Sarussi as ea “friend” on the force 
and that the loan had been given with 
the intention and in the hope of 
receiving favoured treatment by 
Sarussi.

Rav-Pakad Yosef Ohane, head of 
special police operations in the dis- 
trict, described the recent 
operation: 

“A goldier in El-Arish was ap- 
proached by a Beduin who asked if 
he would like to buy some hashish. 
On contacting the police, the soldier 
‘was instructed to tel] the Beduin that 
his uncle from Ashdod was a drug 
dealer and would be interested in 
buying a large amount. A rendez- 
vous was set at an El-Arish coffee 
shop, and the go-between was caught 
with 4.5 kilos of hashish." 


Members of the new unit said 
yesterday that the drug dealers are 
becoming increasingly wary of 
possible police informers. The 
dealers have been known to go to 
great lengths to check their clients’ 
trustworthiness, going so far as to 
follow them home for verification. 

Asked how successful police anti- 
drug operations can.be, Marcus 
replied that it may be assumed that 
a much larger amount of hashish is 
still in storage every time a relative- 
ly small amount is seized. In 1977 
local police carried out 20 drug- 
related operations, in which 100 kdios 
of bashish were seized and 60 kilos of 
“bongo” (the local name for mari- 
juana) as well as hard drugs.

— Dina and Yosef Beilin, 
alfya activists in the Soviet Union, 
arrived in Israel yesterday, the 
Public Council for Soviet Jewry an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Dina Beilina worked as a 
cyberneticist in the chemical depart- 
ment of an engineering firm in 
Moscow until 1972. Youef Beilin is a 
mathematician. The couple arrived 
with their 16-year-old daughter. 

The Beilins submitted requests for 
exit permits in January 1972, and 
were refused in April, on the basis of 
the secrecy of Beflina's work. This, 
despite the fact that many of her 
colleagues had already received per- 
mits. 

The Beilins were particularly ac- 
tive in the aliya movement. Aside 
from signing petitions to the govern- 


they were among the 
ra of the symposium for 
Jewish culture in the Soviet Union in 
1976, and met frequently with foreign 
journalists and parliamentarians 
who visited the USSR. 

Beilin was arrested in 1975 for tak- 
ing part in a Moscow demonstration, 
and in 1976 he was among those who 
requested from the Supreme Soviet 
written reasons for their refusal to 
grant exit permits. Later the same 
month Beilin was beaten up in a 
forest outside Moscow and arrested 
for “hooliganism and disturbing the 
Supreme Soviet In the execution of 
its duties.” 

In March 1977 Beilina was closely 
followed by KGB agents, and Beilin 
‘was accused in ‘‘Isvestia” of being a 
CIA agent. He was dismissed from 
his temporary job.

Eleven charged in Haifa for 


1L15m. stolen

HAIFA, — The seamen’s strike was 
indirectly responsible for thwarting 
the biggest contraband operation 
ever uncovered in Israel, the charge 
sheets against 11 suspects revealed 

in district court here yesterday. 

District Court Judge Eliezer Bar 
ordered the suspects, arrested dur- 
ing the past fortnight for their part in 
the theft and smuggling of [Lism. 
worth of cine-cameras from the m.s. 
Zim Hongkong, beld until Wednes- 
day when their remand will be 
reviewed. The accused include the 
ship's engineer, three other crew 
members, two other seamen, two 
navy men and three dealers in 
“geamen's goods."

According to the charge sheet, 
first officer Yehoshua Green, 46, 
masterminded the theft while the 
ship was on her way from Japan to 
the U.S. last December, Checking 
the manifest, he found out which con- 
tainer held the most valuable goods. 
He picked out one with expensive 
Japanese cine -sound cameras con- 
signed to the U.S. 

He then allegedly recruited an 
engine-room fitter, who brought in 


contraband 


two more sailors for the operation. 

After they broke into the container 

and found cameras and projectors, 

Green allegedly told them to leave 

the projectors and take only the 

much more expensive cine cameras 
valued at over 120,000 each. They 
allegedly stole 600 such cameras and 
hid them fn one of the ship's ballast 
tanks, intending to smuggle them 
ashore for sale in Hongkong on the 

way back from the U.8. 

But Green received information by 
radio from another Zim ship that an 
inspection was to be made, and he 
ordered his gang to remove the 
cameras to a smalier hiding place. 
The cameras that could not be 
squeezed into the new cache, they 
allegedly threw overboard. 

‘The contraband was still on board 

: gawhen the ship arrived in Haifa. in 
‘January. The seamen's strike broke 
* ot soon afterward and the gang then 
allegedly decided to smuggle the 
carers ashore and seli them local- 
ly. 

According to the charge sheet they 
recruited two young navy men, who 
for a fee of IL48,000 agreed to take 
the goods ashore in a navy boat. The 
cameras were lowered into the craft 
with ropes and the navy men took 
them to their base, where one of the 
accused picked up the goods in a van 
and stole four cameras for himself. 

Of the 600 missing cameras, the 
police have recovered 405 and 
believe that several more are hidden 
somewhere in Haifa, apart from 
those the accused threw overboard. 


Terror suspect says statements to 
police were given under duress 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The American- 
Arab student on trial for being & 
memher of the Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine (PFLP) told 
the district court here yesterday that 
statements he had made to police in- 
vestigators were extracted under ex- 
treme duress. 


Semi Esmail, 24, a graduate of 
Michigan State University, was 
arrested at Ben-Gurion Airport last 
December when he arrived to visit 
his father, who was critically {ll in 
Ramallah. He is οἱ with dis- 
tributing literature and collecting 
funds on behalf of the PFLP, and 
also of having undergone terrorist 
training in Libya. 

Answering questions put by his 
defence ‘counsel, Felicia Langer, at 
yesterday's special hearing held to 
determine the acceptability of the 
statements he had made to the 
police, Eamail told the court that he 
had been mistreated while in 
custody. He said that he was taken to 
an interrogation room soon after his 
arrest, where he was stripped naked 
and questioned without a break for 
hours on end. He said that his in- 


terrogators had made jokes at his 
expense, and one of them had hit 
him. 

Esmail denied a police statement 
that he had been treated well since 
his arrest, admitting, however, that 
he had been allowed to visit his 
father's death bed and to attend his 
funeral. He also admitted seeing the 
U.S. consul soon after his arrest. but 
said conditions had deteriorated 
after the consul's visit. 

Police dismissed Eamail's conten- 
tion that he had gone on a six-day 
hunger strike, the warder responsi- 
ble for his cell testifying that he had 
brought the accused three meals a 
day — and all were eaten. 

Esmaii claimed that he was so 
frightened that he had agreed to sign 
the statements placed before him by 
his interrogators, even though some 
of these were written in Hebrew 
(which he does not understand). Ac- 
cording to the police, one eight-page 
statement was written in Esmail's 
own handwriting. 

The continuation of the trial, which 
is being heard by judges Dov Levin, 
Nehemie Behr and Yisrael Giladi, 
has been postponed. 


Ashkelon deputy mayor denies bribery

Jlem approves, Haifa debates

The Jerusalem Municipal Council 
yesterday approved by a 29-2 vote an 
operating budget of nearly IL1.3b. 
for the coming fiscal year — an in- 
trease of more than 50 per cent over 
this year's budget — and Haifa's 
Mayor Yeroham Zeisel presented a 
budget of similar dimension to that 
city's council, which has yet te 
debate It. For both cities this was the 
first time the balance sheet exceed- 
ed IL1b, 

Both budget meetings featured at- 
tacks on the government for lack of 
support. Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek complained that the govern- 
ment provides the capital with a 
grant of only 2.5 per cent of the 
budget, instead of at least 10 per 
cent. ἢ 
The Halfa mayor and council 
members complained that 
municipal budgeta are upset by in- 
flation and by uncertain and erratic 
government financing which re- 
quires them to borrow heavily from 
the banks and pay high interest. 
Zeisel forecast a IL338m. deficit for 
Haifa, despite a 50 per cent average 
rige in the local taxes for 
homeowners, a 62 per cent rise for 
businesses, and 100 per cent for 
banks. 


Jerusalem's Deputy Mayor Yosef 
Gadish, who holds the education 
portfolio, said the government was 
doing “‘too little too late" for under- 
privileged youth. 

Likud Deputy Mayor Yehoshua 
Matza expressed concern over what 
he said was increasing density of the 
Old City's Moslem Quarter and the 
ban on Jews from settling there. 

Matza said millions were being in- 
vested in improving the quarter's in- 
frastructure in order to improve liv- 
ing conditions there. The operation 
‘was to have been accompanied by a 
thinning out of the population 
through incentives to settle outside 
the walls. Instead, said Matza, the 
improved infrastructure waa attrac- 
ting more people to move into the 
quarter. This, however, did not in- 
clude Jews who, said Matza, had 
been prevented from moving into the 
quarter despite the fact that they 
owned property there. 

Matza also warned against the 
Jerusalem Committee exercising 
any sort of supervision over the 
city’s development. He said the in- 
ternational advisory body ‘‘should 
not become a golem who turns on Its 
creator.'* The committee could hold 
academic discussions and create an 
atmosphere of good will, said Matza, 
but it should not be asked to discuss 
specific projects. 


Mayor Zelsel told the Haifa council _ 
that the city's dependence on govern ~ 
ment financing was growling. “‘Over> 
half of our revenue — IL93im- in the. 
proposed budget — now comes from- 
the national government.”* μ 

“We expect and demand that the 
deficit be covered by the 
government,"" Zeisel said. "πὲ 
Finance Ministry has Informed the 
local authorities that we shall get no 
consolidation loans, but grants. For 
the second year this promise has not 
been fully kept for reasons evidently — 
beyond the contro! of the ministry," 
Zeisel pointed out. 

“We don't know yet in detail how 
the cancellation of high school tul- - 
tion fees wil! be carried out and how 
it will affect the city budget. We have © 
heavy obligations towards those who - 
are enrolled in the Heasech savings 
scheme and we don't know yet how 
the scheme will function In the _ 
future," Zeisel said. ‘Our budget is 
based on revenue from and expen- 
diture on high achool fees, with a 40 
per cent presumed increase of the 
price index. We hope that the 
government will back us and will 
allow us to fulfil our obligations 
towards the residents.”” 

This year the municipality was 
forced to borrow 1138m., Index- 
linked, from banks, to cover part of 
the accumulating deficit. Such 
credits will be restricted in the 
future by order of the Interior and 
Finance Ministries, Zeisel added.

Buyers win damages for defective flat 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A couple of new 
immigrants from the U.8. who had 
sued the builders of their Bat Yam 
apartment for defects in construc- 
tion won IL50,000 in damages yester- 
day. 

Helen and Herman Davis filed suit 
against Azorim, on the grounds that 
the floor tiles in their new four-room 
a ‘were defective and that 
the heating did not work, among 
other things. Their lawyer, Tehiya 
Pal, said the floors were so bad that 
all the tiles had to be pulled up and 
replaced.

in Tokyo airport showdown 


TOKYO (UPI). — Six radicals. 
throwing fire-bombs and swinging 
steel pipes, broke into the control 
tower of Tokyo's new international 
alrport and tore up instruments 
yesterday, endangering flight 
operations scheduled to start in one 
week, 


Airport officiais said the extent of 
the damage was not immediately: 
known, but initial investigation 
showed radio and microwave 
systems were seriously damaged. 

They said the use of the new air- 
port at Narita might be delayed by 
the need to replace the sensitive in- 
struments damaged in the raid. 

Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda iva 

ressed ‘surprise and regret" at the 
Preident and called a meeting of his 
cabinet today to discuss the situa- 
tion, 

The government, fn a statement 
read by chief cabinet secretary Shin- 
taro Abe, said it would make an all- 
out effort te repair the damaged 
equipment so the airport can open as 
scheduled. 

The opening ceremony has been 
set for Thursday with International 
flights starting next Sunday. 

Police said six red-helmeted 
radicals dashed into the 16th-floor 
control tower room and smashed in- 
struments with steel pipes during 4 
two-hour take-over. 

A live telecast from the scene 
showed the six masked men swing- 
ing steel pipes in the room while air- 
port officiaig were evacuated from 
the roof by helicopter. 

Police said the six were among & 
group of about 350 who rammed a 
truck into the steel] gate of a police 
station adjacent to the tower and set 
fire to vehicles parked nearby with 
home-made fire-bombs. 

A group of 32 helmeted radicals 
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tried to break into the tower, but 
police firing pistol shots into the air 
nabbed 22. Ten of them managed to 
dash into the building and six of 
them holed up in the recom. 

Police broke open the steel door 
and arrested the six. The other four 
were taken into custedy while hiding 
on the roof. 

Pollee said 115 of the 
demonstrators were arrested by 
nightfall for possession of arma or 
obstructing police. They said 34 
‘policemen and 20 protesters were in- 
jured. 

One radical was injured sertously 
by a pistol shot fired by police. 

More than 6,500 demonstrators 
continuously harassed the 15,000 riot 
police surrounding the alrport dur- 
ing ἃ protest rally, cllmaxing a 12- 
year struggle to block its opening. 

The $633m. airport was completed 
at Narita, 60 km. east of Tokyo, six 
years ago. It bas been idle since 
then, because of persistent protests 
by student radicals and farmers who 
lost their land for its conatruction.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The State 
Department yesterday denied Ethio- 
pian charges that the U.S. is plotting 
to help Somalia seize the Red Sea 
republic of Djibouti. 

Ethiopia, in one of its most 
virulent anti-American attacks 
Tecently, said it would move to in- 
tervene with Cuban-backed troops tf 
necessary to thwart any Somali ad- 
vance against Djibouti. 

The move to seize Djibouti, Addis 
Ababa charged, is intended to com- 
pensate for Somalia's loss of its war 
over the Ogaden region of Ethiopia. 

In Washington, State Department 
Spokesman Tom Reston “‘categoric- 
cally"’ denied the charges. ‘We're 
not involved tn any sort of con- 
spiracy aimed toward that end," he 
said, adding that Washington had 
asked the Somalis to respect all 
borders in the area, ‘and that in- 
cludes Djibouti." 

Djibouti is of vital economic im- 
portance to Ethiopia. Before the 
Ogaden war, 60 per cent of [18 im- 
ports and exports were shipped via 
Djibouti port. But Somalia has 


because a majority of its population 
are ethnic Somalis, 

What appeared to be a mounting 
anti-American campaign by 
Ethiopia came at a time when 
Washington had hoped to improve 
ties with Addis Ababa. After years of 
close relations, ties between 
Washington and Addis Ababa 
crumbled last year when the U.S.

African leaders pledge aid 
to Rhodesia guerrillas 


DAR ES-SALAAM (Reuter). — Four 
black African leaders yesterday 
pledged to help guerrillas step up 
their war in Rhodesia. κ 

The leaders — Presidents Julius 
Nyerere of Tanzania, Kenneth Kaun- 
da of Zambia, Sir Seretse Khama of 
Botswana and Samora Machel of 


Mozambique — represent four of the © 


five so-called ‘front-line’ states in 
the Rhodesia conflict. 

The other ‘'front-line’’ leader, 
Angola’s Marxist president 
Agostinho Neto, did not attend the 
summit, 

In a communique after the two- 
day summit, attended by radical 
Patriotic Front leaders, Joshua 
Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, the four 
presidents condemned the internal 
settlement reacked in Salisbury ear- 
ly this month between Prime 
Minister Tan Smith and moderate 
Rhodesian nationalist leaders.

TOKYO (Reuter). — Tokyo today ia 
ἃ nervous city. Fears of a major 
earthquake loom large among the 12 
million people of Japan's capital ci- 
ty. 


Clear skies, a warm sun and the 
firat cherry blossoms of the year 
have not eased the feeling of ap- 
prehension. 

Last week a series of sharp quakes 
jolted northern Japan and a number 
of tremors rippled under this con- 
gested city. 

The biggest quake at dawn yester- 
day shook large areas of the 
northern island of Hokkaido, but 
there were no reports of serious 
damage or casualties. 

Residents of Tokyo are worried 
that the earth might be working up to 
a big spasm that could cause a 
catastrophe if it struck their city. 

Although the. national 
meteorological agency predicted 
Monday's tremor would be the worst 
in the series, the Japanese have suf- 
fered too much from earthquakes to 
rely on such reassurances. 

They know seismologista are con- 
vinced the Tokyo area could be hit at 
any time by ἃ devastating earth- 
quake, They are also acutely aware 
there is no way of predicting when 
the quake will strike, 

Only last January an earthquake 
killed 25 people in the Izu peninsula 
southwest of Tokyo. And earlier this 
month a major quake shivered 
through a large part of the country. 

So Japanese are familiar with 
quakes — about three ἃ month can 
be felt in Tokyo. But familiarity in 
this case does not breed contempt. It 
breeds fear. 

When buildings start shaking, peo- 
ple tend to stop talking and there is 
an expectant hush as they wait to see 
if the tremor is going to be a big one. 
They usually look up first to see 
what is above them --- ἃ chandelier 
over their heads can be dangerous — 
and then sideways to see if any glass 
is near which might shatter. 

As the tremors pass. the hush 
gives way to nervous laughs and the 
conversation resumes. 

Recent history provides firm foun- 
dations for the warnings from 
seismologists that Tokyo is llkely to 
be struck by a major earthquake 
sometime in the years ahead. 

On September 1. 1923, an earth-

The agency's 500 domestic and 61 
foreign correspondents actually 
provide information for a number of 
different services. In addition to the

foreign-languege wire familiar to 
correspondents and embassies in 
Moscow, Tass sends ἃ much larger 
selection of Russian- news 
and commentary to its 13,000 sub- 
scribers in the Soviet Union. It algo 
provides carefully selected digests 
of Soviet and foreign news to the par- 
ty and government leadership here. 
The higher the level and more 
_restricted the list of recipients, the 
more thorough the selection of news 
they receive. 


What Tass considers important 
and what is considered important by 
Western news agencies are two quite 
different things. When the Soviet 
agency wants to alert subscribers to 
what it thinks 15 a particularly 
significant event, it sets alarm bells 
on ita network of teleprinters ring- 
ing. The more bells, the more impor- 
tant the item is supposed to be. 


The reeord for one recent week 
was 15 bells when Ali Nasir Hasani, - 


prime minister of South Yemen, laid 
a wreath at Lenin's tomb during a 
four-day visit to Moscow. An eight- 
line report that the Arab official had 
met with Soviet Defence Minister, 
Dmitry Ustinov, merited 14 belis. 


_ There were no bells when Tass 
confirmed, several houra after the 


, fact, that Moscow's nuclear-powered 


Cosmos $54 spy satellite had come 
down over Canada, even though that 
story was front-page news in the 
West for several days. 


TASS USES a number of indirect 
techniques to score its propaganda 
points. A favourite is criticizing 
through a third party. Earlier this 
month, for example, it quoted an ar- 
ticle from the Tanzanfan magazine 
“New Outlook" saying that “the 
criminal! alliance of the U.S., Israel 
and the RSA (Republic of South 
Africa) constitutes a grave threat 
not for independent Africa alone, but 


for universal peace and security.” 

As part of its campaign against the 
neutron bomb, Tass distributed 16 
articles in one recent week citing op- 
position to the weapon by groups 
ranging from Soviet lawyers to U.S. 
soldiers in Germany. 

One two-paragraph item implied 
that Austria's Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky opposed the bomb. ‘He said 
that success (at the Vienna talks on 
mutual reduction of armed forces 
and armaments in Centra! Europe) 
would show the readiness of the 
states to take really serious 
measures in the sphere of disarma- 
ment, which must apply to neutron 
weapons.” However, Kretsky later 
refused to take a position on whether 
neutron bombs should be deployed in 
Western Europe. 

Another technique is to call atten- 
tion away from criticism of the 
Kremlin by citing similar 
transgressions in the capitalist coun- 
tries. There were a series of ex- 


amples following the Cosmos 954 in- 
celdent, for example. One item 
reported that the U.S. Skylab space 
station ‘ts gradually losing altitude 
and may fall on earth in an unfore- 
seen place." 


AS AN OFFICIAL interpreter of 
Soviet foreign policy ta the rest of the 
world, Tass has to walk some very 
fine lines. It explained in one recent 
statement that “‘the Soviet Union 
and Cuba, just as other Socialiat 
countries, do not seek any gains for 
themselves in Africa or any other 
areas of the world."' unlike some 
other nations that “‘really try to im- 
plant in other states a political order 
that suits them." It then criticized 
the U.S. as the primary backer of 
“the anti-government putsch in 
Chile,"' and the former “puppet anti- 
people regime in South Vietnam.” 
And now, Tass said. “15. it not 
Washington that declares for all to 
hear that it does not wish to see Com- 
munists in the governments of a 
number of West European coun-— 
tries?" 

The U.S. seems to attract more 
Tass attention than any other single 
subject. In one recent week about 
one of every seven items on the Tass 
English-language teleprinter had to 
do directly with some aspect of U.S. 
life, its people or its policies. Many 
more referred to U.S. policy as part 
of items about some other country or 
internationa! situation. 

‘The over-all picture Tass projects 
of America is one of an economically 
and socially ailing giant that bullies 
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its friends and speaks hypocrilically 
about ideals such as human rights. 

On U.S. relations with its allies. 
Tass reported in various articles 
that the proposed Alaskan gas 
pipelincs across Canada may 
become “sort of a Panama Canal" of 
the north. 

Similarly, Tass stated that the 
Carter administration's attemnts to 
stop the proliferation of nvalear 
weapons is ‘first of all meant to help 
U.S. monopolies in the struggle 
against foreign competitors on 
promising markets." There were 
also several! items reporting resent- 
ment in Japan and Italy over the 
operation of U.S. warships and air- 
crait in their territory. 

Although they are far out- 
numbered by the negative reports, 
Tags does oceasionally carry a 
favourable, or at least neutral, item 
concerning the U.S. Tass also tends 
to report items about U.S. ex- 
hibitions here or Soviet-American 
sporting competitions in a straight- 
forward manner. And the item about 
the “falling” Skylab had '‘a National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion Spokesman" as saying that 
attempts were being made to pre- 
vent the station from falling on a 
populated locality. 

Western embaasies here generally 
ignore even the most provocative 
Tass commentaries about their 
respective countries. ‘Since their 
wire Is 95 per cent misinformation to 
begin with, it takes a particularly 
blatant falsehood to get us to really 
react,”’ quipped one diplomat.

Harold Pinter's first play, ‘The 
Birthday Party,” staged in London 
in 1958, puzzled the theatre-going 
public and the critics. It ran for only 
8 week. The playwright was con- 


.sidered one of a group of wild 
“tearaways, whose work seemed 


revolutionary, obscure and possibly 
dangerous. When the same play was 
televised, the vast audience, which 
had no preconceived ideas about the 
nature of drama, found the story of a 
man's breakdown under the psy- 
chological bombardment of a couple 
of strange visitors as absorbing as 
any thriller, His next play, "The 
Caretaker," (1960) wag a major 
commercial success, running for 18 
months. 

In the early days of his career, 
Pinter’s work was compared to the 
theatre of the absurd of Beckett and 
Tonesco. His underlying theme, 
however, has always been com- 
munication and failure of com- 
munication and the desperate 
struggle of the individual to hold his 
own in the world and to keep his in- 
ner self-intact. : 

He wrote the "Homecoming" in 
1965, on returning to the theatre after 


working 85 a cinema scriptwriter. 
(His film adaptations include ‘‘The 
Servant," ‘The Pumpkin Eater,” 
“‘Accident’’ and ‘‘The Go 
Between.") The play has been called 
“a battle between intellect and in- 
stinct, thought and action... if it is 
about anything other than the in- 
terplay of six characters." 

Michael Codron has backed Pinter 
from the outset and was responsible 
for producing his first two West End 
plays. Among the little-known 
writera Codron has introduced to 
London's West End in a career of 
over 20 years are John Mortimer, 
Pinter, Giles Cooper, Joe Orton and 
Simon Gray, among many others. 
He considers new plays to be his 
business, only seldom presenting a 
revival. He says that he likes to 
produce "‘things that reflect today:" 
“The Homecoming," he says, is still 
topical. 

All six actors to appear in ‘‘The 
Homecoming” here have impressive 
lists of theatre, screen and television 
credits behind them. Timothy West, 
8 self-made actor and director, has 
been with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company, and made numerous West 
End appearances. His most recent 
award was as best TV actor of the 
year for his portrayal of Edward 
VIL. Gemma Jones went into rep 
after training at The Royal Academy 
of Dramatic Art in 1962, has been a 
member of the National Theatre, co- 
starred with Kenneth More in Alan 
Bennett's "'Getting On"' in the West 
End, and played Titania in “Mid- 
summer Night's Dream" on a world 
tour with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company.

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Post-season basketball 
match-ups criticized

Jerusalem Fost Sports Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — On Tuesday night in 
Shefayim sixth place Ramat Gan 
Maccabi entertain fifth place 
finishers Gvat-Yagur Hapoel in the 
opening game of the first post-season 
playoffs In basketball — but even 
before the games get under way, the 
system has been subjected to harsh 
eriticism by players and manage- 

ment. 


The schedule of match-ups for the 
‘post-season games was decided on 
by the israel Basketball Association 
and published at the beginning of the 
season. Aside from taking first spot 
— which most people gave ta Tel 
Aviv Maccabi — the ideal position 
was third place. The number three 
team would get the honour and finan- 
cial potential of hosting Maccabi tlie 
first time the teams met in the 
playoffs. With four of the first six 
teams from the Tel Aviv area, the 
right to play Maccabi as the home 
team could possibly mean a IL500,- 
000 gatel whereas the same match-up 
in the second half of the playofis 
would draw few fans because the 
championship may have already 
been decided. 


As the season entered the home 
stretch, the coveted third place spot 
was wide open. Haifa Hapoel seemed 
tu be the safest bet. Then two games 
before the end, Ramat Gan Hapoe} 
upset Tel Aviv Maccabi and moved 
into third. The same night in Haifa, 
second place Tel Aviv Hapoel lost to 
last plece Haifa Maccabi, 89-85, the 

winners of only one of its first 20 
games. Skeptics began charging that 
Hapoel lost on purpose, but the jury 
stayed out until the following week 
when to close out the season Tel Aviv 
Hapoel lost to Ramat Gan Maccabi 
:n overtime, 112-108, to clinch third 
place. The first Tel Aviv derby in the 
playoffs will therefore be hosted by 

‘Tel Aviv Hapoel, probably in front of 

+10,000. 


In all fairness to Tel Aviv Hapoel, 
the charges against them appeared 
baseless. Since their upset of Mac- 
cabi earlier in the season, they had 
been playing sub-par basketball. 
Trying to lose on purpose is a 
dangerous trick; a team which em- 
-barks on that track may be unable to. 
get going again. 


The problem could have been 
eliminated if the association had 
waited until after the regular season 
to announce the match-ups. 

Another criticism ievelled at the 
playoff system is that all the teams 
start off equal after ἃ season of 22 
games. Once a team sasured itself 
of a playoff berth, the rest of its 
games became merely exercises to 
keep the playera in shape. League 
games then lost most of their mean- 
ing. 
Fopetully, the system will be 
reviewed and the association will 
come up with an alternate proposal. . 

Here is a rundown of the teams (in 
order of their finish) and what to ex- 
pect in the playoffs: : 
Tel Aviv Maccabl. — As anyone 
who saw their Thursday night game 
against Alvik of Sweden can guess, 
Maccab! have still not shaken their 
three-month-old doldrums. Put 
simply. they have sot been perfor. 
ming. but it is hard to believe that 
with their league title on the line they 
will not be able to get together. One 
night soon they are going to blow an 
unlucky team off the court. 

Ramat Gan Hapoel — Winners 
of the second half championship with 
ἃ 10-1 record, the lone loss being to 
Tel Aviv Hapoel. With some bench 
strength they would challenge Mac- 
eabi, but cannot rely only on the first 
five. They could be the spollers, 
determining who will take the le. 
Te Aviv Hapoel — The first 
ones to beat Maccabi this season, 
they have the best shot at wresting 
the crown from Maccabl. The two 
late losses may have after-effects. 
Haifa Hapoel — The surprise 
team of the league the first half of 
the season, they weakened con- 
siderably later on. They have the 
potential on any night to beat the 
stronger teams, but lack the ex- 
perience needed for a shot at the big 
prize. 

Gvat-Yagur Hapoel — They 
took a nose dive late In the season 
and are a big question mark. With 
three national team players they 
could be very dangerous, especially 
at home where they led Tel Aviv 
Maccabi by 15 before losing. 
Ramat Gan Maccabi — The dark 
horse team. They are big and slow, 
but are capable of pulling off an up- 
set. They are just happy to be in the 
playoffs. : ᾿

Most of the integrated schools are 

᾿" Tun by various churches. Last year a 
* number of Roman Catholic schools 

admitted blacks in defiance of the 
᾿ government. In the subsequent 
! church-state controversy, Koornhof 


(CLASSIFIEDS - 


received a promise from the 
Cathalie schools not to admit more 
students during the 1977 school year. 

In private, Koornhof has indicated 
he was in favour of integrating 
schools and sports in a quiet way 
without fuss and publicity. He said 
as long as no one complained, he 
would not stop integration. 

Roman Catholic archbishop Denis 
Hurley. a member of the Catholic 
bishops’ conference responsible for 
education, said he would not com- 
ment because he was still observing 
a “press moratorium’’ agreed with 
Koornhof last year. 

A number of Catholic schools 
refused to comment to reporters, 
because they said they feared 
publicity would harm their integra- 
tion attempts. Church officials said 
they wanted to integrate quietly, and 
it was up to parents at each school to 
complain ff they objected to multi- 
racial classes.

— Until recently Israel 
lagged behind in the issuing of 
private medals, and most medals 
came from the Israel Government 
Coins and Medals Corp. A serious en- 
trant into the field now is the Israeli 
Art Issuing-House Co. Ltd. 

Members of the founding group in- 


clude some well known figures from . 


the Ein-Hod Artists Village. The con- 
cept basic to the company is not to 
employ well-known graphic artists, 
but to employ the best of Israel's 
painters. 

The idea, which originated three 
years ago, came to fruition in May 
1877 when the Yossl Bergner gold 
and silver medals were offered to the 
public. 

In order to execute a series of 12 
medals produced by the chosen ar- 
tists, each was signed to a contract 
to ensure the continuity of the ven- 
ture. Each issue is struck in gold and 
silver and carries with it a cer- 
tificate signed by the artist. 

The entire operation is under the 
supervision of the trust company of 
the Israel Discount Bank. The artists 
participating in the series are Ardon, 
Arikha, Bak, Bergner, Brauer, 
Castel, David, Gutman, Janco, 
Karavan, Ticho and Schatz. 

The medals are offered through

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Retailers balk at keeping books, charge: 
‘Likud backing down 
on election pledge’

The “battle of the ledgers" con- 
tinues, with retailers charging the 
Likud with reneging on a campaign 
pledge. and the secretary of the 
Jerusalem Merchants Association 
threatening to resign. 

Issue in the dispute is the require- 
ment — legistated by the Alignment 
in the Eighth Knesset — that all 
retailers maintain books of account. 
This was intended to ‘‘help"’ 
retailers remit an honest tax, be it 
the value added tax or the income 
tax. ᾿ 
Angered by the new regulation, 
grocers held a nationwide “strike” 
August 16-18, 1978; to protest the 
rule. At a meeting with Simha 
Enbriich, then a Likud member of the 
Kneaset Finance Committee, the 
grocers were given a promise: the 
Likud would sponsor a bill exemp- 
ting retailers from ail record keep- 
ing. Instead, their suppliers would 
report all sales to retailers directly 
to the tax authorities. 

“This was a good solution, and we 
were enthusiastic about it,’‘ 
Avraham Birnbaum, secretary of 
the Jerusalem Merchants Associa- 
tion, told The Post yesterday. ‘In 
tact, another Likud member of the 
committee, Eliezer Flomin {now 
Deputy Finance Minister) tabled a 
private member's bill to this effect, 
requiring grocers to keep only one 
record — their daily turnover." 

When the bill came up for a vote — 
in January 1977 — it was defeated, 
and the greengrocers went out on 
strike. . 

Menahem Begin, head of the op- 
position then, as well as Ehrlich, 
Flomin and other Likud leaders, 
promised the businessmen that if the 
party ever gained power, the 
defeated bill would become law. 


“T have met with Finance Minister 
Ehrlich several times alnce the elec- 
tions,” Birnbaum said. “Though I 
believe he Ig sincere, we have yet to 
see results stemming from that elec- 
tion promise." 

As he was preparing yesterday for 
ἃ final, ‘decisive’ meeting with 
Ehrlich this afternoon, Birnbaum 
received a call from a newsman. He 
informed him that Deputy Minister 
Fiomin “has already summed up 
tomorrow's meeting between you 
and Mr. Ehrlich" by presenting a 
new plan. 


Retailers with an annual turnover 
below 1L800,000 would have to record 
their sales volume at the end of each 
day, would have to file their 
purchase invoices, and would have 
to deposit their sales incomes in the 
bank at least once every two days. 

Retailers with annual turnovers 
exceeding 1L600,000 would be re- 
quired to maintain a full set of 
ledgers and journals, record each 
and every sale and file ali purchase 
invoices. 


“I have been placed in an un- 
tenable position, and may quit as 8 
result of Flomin's arbitrary action," 
Birnbaum told The Post. ‘Firat of 
all, it was improper for him to lay 
down the law on the eve of my 
meeting with the Minister of 
Finance, at which we were to have 
negotiated the issue. Furthermore, 
the 1L.600,000 ceiling means only five 
per cent — yes, five per cent — of the 
country's retailers would be 
affected, All the rest will be saddled 
by the law rammed down our throats 
by the previous government. 

“We want to pay honest taxes. But 
we refuse to become entangled in 


this bureaucratic web of paperwork, 


that saps our strength and impedes 
our business activities."

ONE OF the most urgent tasks awaiting Prime Minister Begin, 
highlighted by his difficult visit to the U.S., isa reassessment of 
Israel's information policy mechanisms. 

This problem was dramatized in the early days of the Begin 
Government in the dispute between Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Mr. Begin’'s Information Adviser, Mr. Shmuel Katz, 
for control over this all important function. Mr. Katz lost out, 
which was not regretted by those who were appalled by his ex- 

’ treme stands on the substance of policy. 

But the sorry experience of the past few months would seem 
to reinforce many of Mr. Katz' arguments on the need for a 
separate informational agency, clearly divorced from the 
Foreign Ministry. Mr. Katz waa not the first te make these 
arguments; he was preceded by Shimon Peres and Aharon 
Yariv as frustrated and short-lived Ministers of Information. 

In view of the palpable breakdown of Israel's information ef- 
forts abroad, and especially in the U.5., there is certainly room 
to reconsider the entire question and to take the necessary 
remedial action which in the past was avoided by successive 
Prime Ministers primarily interested in maintaining peace in 
their cabinets. 

Foreign Ministries are notoriously inflexible in carrying out- 
the sort of dynamic informational operations which are often 
needed in fast-breaking political situations, although they are 
quite capable of dealing with the long-range aspects of image- 
building. The U.S., which has also been confronted with this 
problem has attempted to deal with it by setting up a virtually 
independent information service which is only formally linked 
to the State Department. 

In Israel's case, the rigidities —usually built into foreign ser- 
vice establishments — have been strengthened by Mr. Dayan's 
suspicious approach to the entire field of the professional dis- 
semination of information and image building. 

An independent agency Unked to the Prime Minister's Office 
would be able not only to develop a better information 
programme, it could also provide the Prime Minister and other 
government leaders with an all-essential assessment of the 
public relations impact of their policies. 

Improved information programmes are not the cure-all to our 

’ eurrent political problems; but poor performance in implemen- 
ting Israel's public relations- programmes has contributed 
significantly to the severity of these problems. 


To climb down gracefully 


THE WORST fate that could befall the presidential election 
process is that it should become enmeshed in the side issue of 
’ Prime Minister Begin's prestige — and a conflict between Herut 
- and the Liberals. : 
That Mr. Begin’s prestige and authority will suffer as a result 
: of his selecting Prof. Chavet is a fact. The best advice that can 
. he given the Prime Minister, however, is that he should know 
when to cut his losses. 

For, if Mr. Begin persists in sponsoring Chavet he will only- 
aggravate the challenge to his authority already mounted by 
Liberals in the Likud, who yesterday formally tabled the can- 
didacy of Dr. Rimalt. 

Mr. Begin should have made it quite plain to Prof. Chavet at 
their me yesterday that, as much as he may regret it, for- 
mal submission of his candidacy is simply no longer in the 
political cards. It is to be regretted that Prof. Chavet himself did 
not choose to make it easier for the prime minister by himself 
announcing that he was withdrawing. He can still do so. 


POSTSCRIPT S Sizes 


MANY Colombians of Jewish origin 
have been kidnapped in Colombia, 
not because of anti-Semitism, but 
because of a common belfef that 
Jews are rich, according to Jewish 
community sources. 

The exact number of Jews who 
have been kidnapped is not known 
because many abductions are not 
reported. But one reliable source in 
the Jewish community, who asked 
not to be identified, said that last 
year more than 70 Jews were kid- 
vapped. There are an estimated 70,- 
000 persons of Jewish origin in 
Colombia, a country of 26 mililon 
people, most of whom are Roman 
Catholics. 

Another Jewish leader who did not 
want to be identified said that last 
November alone, at least 20 Jews 
were kidnapped in Bogota and in 
Medellin, Colombia's second largest 
clty. 

The sources say they understand 
that all, or most of the Jews reported 
kidnapped have been freed by their 
captors after payment of large ran- 
soms by their families. ξ 

“Tt is clear that the Jew is a 
favourite target of the kidnapper in 
Colombia because most Colombians 
equate Jewishness with wealth," the 
Jewish leader said. “This is not 
always true. We have many poor 
Jews in Colombia. But in many Latin 
countries, Latins tend to believe 
that Jews work extra hard. hoard 
money and pay small salaries to 
their employees. Their beliefs are 
based on slight anti-Semitism, and 
all these misconceptions are ap- 
parently also harboured by the 
eriminals.“*

philanthropists should consider the benefits of more personalized -. 
giving, writes ELIEZER JAFFE. 


IT MAY BE ironic, but it is entirely 
possible that organized Jewry's 
mechanisms for providing 
philanthropic aid to Israel both im- 
pede a closer personal relationship 
with the country and stifle Israeli in- 
itlative. 

Most of the funds raised for Israel 
abroad — through the United Jewish 
Appeal and Keren Hayesod and 
israel Bonds — are channeled 
through governmental and quasi- 
governmental agencies here, into 
ongoing services and projecta. Inthe 
lively competition. for these funds, 
municipalities and government 
ministries hold many more cards 
than private, volunteer citizens 
groups. From the diaspora polnt of 
view, it is easier to deal with one 
recipient than with hundreds. This 
system of allocation was worked 
fairly well for three decades; in re- 
cent years there have also been 
some negative by-products of It. 

With or without government bless- 
ing. Israel over the years has es- 
tablished a rather large network of 
private, non-profit social services. 
The womens’ organizations, from 
Hadassah to Mizrachi women, have 
developed their own constituencies 
abroad for fund-raising. while also 
lobbying hard for funds from the 
government. Keren Yaldenu, 
Habad, Alin, Akim, and Mterally 
hundreds of other organizations

trol. This is one reason why Israel 
still has no private (non-profit) legal 
aid for the disadvantaged, no private 
(non-profit) adoption or foster care 
agencies, no strong civil rights 
organization, and few meaningful 
citizens lobbies on welfare services.

Welfare 
organizations owe you a detailed 
description of their allocation 


* process, and a hearing for your 


comments. They are also free, of

EGYPT-ISRAEL RELATIONS

Sir, — The continued viciousness 
οἵ the controlled Cairo press against 
Prime Minister Begin Is in such 
marked contrast to the moderation 
of the free Israeli press towards 
President Sadat that it is difficult not 
to suspect their master’s voice 
ee the Egyptian journalistic 


‘king. 

It would have been perfectly easy, 
in retaliation, to rake up from the 
past Mr. Sadat’s flirtations with 
Hitler when he seemed triumphant, 
or his anti-Semitic remarks made 
not so long ago. Yet, anxious to 
further the cause of peace, you 
yourself did not hesitate to applaud 
his precipitate assault’ on the 
sovereignty of friendly Cyprus, 
where one Egyptian had been 
murdered by the PLO, while Mr. 
Sadat allowed his Foreign Minister 
to inveigh against Israel for reacting 
to the PLO, who murdered scores of 
Israelis. Even Sadat's own condem- 
nation of the Sabbath massacre 
Came only after a period of cool 
reflection, not to say calculation, in 
sharp contrast to Mr. Begin’s spon- 
taneously warm condolences to him 
on the Cyprus assassination. 


One must, of course, sympathize 
with President Sadat's predicament 
in having a good part of the un- 


generous Arab world against his. 


courageous peace initiative. But as 
he has dubbed the most strident of 
his Arab critics ‘‘dwarfs and 
Pigmies,’’ he should have the 
courage of the convictions that led 


Mr. Begin's concession to Egypt of 
disputed Sinal, to which her title is 
by no means clear. 

As regards the Pandora's box of 


.the Palestinian problem, President 


Sadat should perhaps recall that the 
democratic Prime Minister of Egypt 
in 1948 advised King Farouk against 
Joining the concerted Arab attack on 
the infant Jewish State, as no con- 
cern of Egypt's. Had his wise advice 
been taken, a solution to the 
Palestine problem might perhaps 
long since have been found, in the 
spirit of the Weizmann-Feisai or Ben 
Gurion-Abdullah accord, by the 
Jews and Arabs of Palestine working 
together without outside in- 
terference, and decades of tragic 
bloodshed thereby avoided.

lam a fire-arm owner and user. I 
have been concerned that the law 
allows only the purchase of 200 
rounds of ammunition per year other 
than .22 calibre. Anyone who has any 
experience with firearms knows that 
it requires more than that number just 
to begin to become proficient with a 
weapon, and this is especially true of 
handguns. Therefore, it would seem 
to be useful to change the law to 
allow practice on a regular basis. 

Proper training is also necessary 
and though some of that is acquired 
through military training, the use of 


a requires other and ad- 
ditional training. It would seem that 
both the military and police forces 
should have personnel well qualified 
in this area. Since there are about 
300.000 private fire-arms in this 
country, the available personnel 


persons to become qualified instruc- 
tors. It might even be appropriate to 
reguire all firearm owners to un- 
dergo a training programme before 
a licence is issued. 

Tt might also be appropriate to es- 
tablish shooting clubs in various 
parts of the country. 

The need for a trained and armed 
elvitian population is all toc obvious.
